Dutright repeal of tin* entire 
law providing for the suspend«*«! 
*»f!itene«* has been recommended 
t<> the L«*gislarure by Governor 
Neff in .i message, 
lb* snid tlii> 
law w.i> Hi«’ convenient vehicle 
by which a gr«*a! number of crim­ 
inals 
excaped 
punishment 
for 
their crimes, and referred to it as 
“ th«* incubator 
of 
professional 
criminals. *' 
Oovernor N eff said that a re­ 
cent 
inv«*st igation 
prov«*d 
that 
hical officers are not «»nforciug 
the law in e«*rtain parts of the 
state ami they should be removed 
from office, 
IL> also re«*ommen«l- 
«•«1 a law 1m* enacted as an amend­ 
ment to the Dean prohibit ion law 
providing that the verdict of a 
jury, aft«*r hearing all facts, shall 
not he *«*t aside by any technical­ 
ity of th«* law as to the suffleiiev 
««f the evidence, 
It was recently 
held that under th«» Dean law a 
conviction would not be sustained ,

peals U{Mill the testimouy of tin* 
purchaser «rf the intoxicant. 
Oovelrnor Neff attributes 
the

He urge«! that legislation 
b«* parsed Upholding and enforc­ 
ing the law* of Texas, saving that 
if the stati* i** to he respei»t«»«l her i 
law.' must I,«* upheld. 
The governor stressed repeal­ 
ing the nispemjetl s«*ntenc«* law. 
II»* sai«I that 
approximately 
ikC 
per e«*n| of the business of our 
eriminaT courts is a fruitless ef­ 
fort to en fore«» th«»-«» law s affect­ 
ed by th«* suspended sentcnc«*. He 
imintd out that criminals wilfully 
violate law* t.> which tl

ed sentence appli«»s, and that it 
is well uiulcrsfiHul

The world wan comparatively free 
from dtsMsters musing great lost of 
Ilf* during 1929. 
Tornadoes in tbe 
United 8tale* and earthquakes In Italy
